CHAPTFR 127.
(Published March 24, 1870.]

AN ACT to fix the time of holding the.Ja.nua.ry term of the oircuit
court for Brown county.

The people of the state of Wisconsin, represented. in senate
and assembly, do enact as follows :

SectioN 1. The January term of the circuit court
in and for the county of Brown, Wiscorsin, shall com-
mence on the third Monday of January in each year,
instead of the second Monday in January, as now pro-
vided by law. -

SecrioN 2. AIT acts or parts of acts contravening
the provisions of this act are hereby repealed so far as
they affect the provisions of this act, and no farther.

SecTioN 8. This act shall take effect and be in
force from and after its passage and publication. -

AN ACT to require cities to make their annual school reports dirvect
to the staté superintendemt of public inasructiop.

The people of the state of Wasconsin, represented in sen-
ate and assembly, do enact as jfollows: :

SecrioN 1. Each city of this state which is not
ander the jurisdiction of a county superintendent, in
the matter of supervision of schools and examination
of teachers, shall hereafter make the annual report
required by sections 43, 57 and 189 of chapter 1565 of
the general laws of 1868, direct to the state superin-
tendent of public instruetion; instead of to the county
superintendent. '
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Skeorioy 2. Inall cities having a superintendent of Superintendent
rohools, said superintendent shall 'makge:lhe report as port. T
aforesaid, and in cities having no superintendent of
sohools, the report shdll be made by the clerk of the
board of education. 1
" SkcrionN 8. The state superintendent shall fumish state superin-
suitable blanks on which to make the reports, and no jendgaterell
school moneys shall be apportioned to any city for any

ear for which the report shall not show that the num-

er of children residing therein between the agesof four
and twenty years, has been ascertained by an actual
census taken by the city superintendent of schools, the
clerk of the beard of education, or some person or per-
sons authorized to take such census by the aforesaid
officera’or other authorities of said city. .

The people of thestate of Wisconsin, represented i senate
and, assembly, do enact as follows -

SkcrioN 1. Bvery person or persons who shall atitled tolies..
have performed: any work, labor or services in, upon
and about the: manufacture of bricks in any brickyard
in the countyy of Brown in this state, shall be entitled
to a lien upon the bricks on which he or they shall
have performed said work, labor and services, for the
amount due him or them for said work or labor.
SECTION 2. The manner of enforcing the said lien How enforcea.
shall be the same as prescribed in cbapter 154 of the
general laws of this state for the year 1862, relating to
liens for labor on logs and lumber.
